MINUTES OF A MEETING OF THE 
UNIVERSITY SENATE - Jan. 14, 1066 


The fourth meeting of the 1965/66 Session of the University Senate 
was called to order at 2:15 p.m. on Friday, January 14, 1966, President 
Elliott presiding. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as circulated. 

On motion made by Professor Naeser, seconded by Professor Yalcobson, 

Professor Robert C. Vincent, Professor of Chemistry, was unanimously 
nominated to serve on the Council for Medical Affairs in the School of Medicine. 

On motion made by Professor Sharpe, seconded by Professor Kraus, Professor 
Robert Eugene Park of the Law School faculty was unanimously elected to serve as 
Parliamentarian of the University Senate. ( VVtkjuu-AjJL a-A 6^.// 

Professor Reuben E. Hood, Retiring Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
addressed the Senate. Professor Wood said he did not wish to make any speech 
at this time but merely to announce that the Executive Committee (as required 
by the Faculty Code and Ordinances, see pp. 18 & 19) had been requested to 
attempt to conciliate three non-concurring recommendations. The Executive 
Committee had served in this capacity and had been successful in achieving 
concurrence in all three cases. President Elliott thanked the Executive 
Committee for its handling of this delicate and important matter. 

The Report of the Committee on Appointment, Salary and Promotion Policies 
(including Fringe Benefits) was postponed to a later meeting as the Chairman, 

Dr. Wise, was unable to attend the meeting. 

Professor Wood, seconded by Dr. Miller, on behalf of the Committee to 
Nominate a New Member and Chairman of the Executive Committee, presented the 
following slate: 


Professor Edwin L. Stevens, Chairman 
Professor Charles R. Naeser, member 

and asked for further nominations from the floor. Hearing none. Professor 
Brewer, seconded by Professor Kraus, moved the nominations be closed. On 
voice vote the above named persons were unanimously elected. 

Professor Wood announced the election by the Columbian College of 
Arts and Sciences of Professor Robert ?. Sharkey, Associate Professor of 
Economic History, to the University Senate replacing Professor Reuben E. 
Wood, who will be on leave of absence. 

Professor Wood announced the temporary appointment of Professor Edward 
Braun to the Committee on Admissions and Advanced Standing of the University 
Senate until the Executive Committee can take formal action.
